A young man described by Gov- 
ernor Bryant as exemplifying 
‘Those qualities most needed in 
government today” will speak to 
conventioriers at the annual gath- 
ering of the Plorida Fruit & Vege- 
table Association, in Miami Beach 
this month.

Small Town Building 
Boom Predicted 


MIAMI—A boom in small-town 
building in Florida, with relative- 
ly small individual investors pro- 
viding the capital, is predicted for 
the next decade by Lee J. Unger, 
President of Mortgage Investment 
Foundation here. 

“During the suburban building 
boom of the 50's, the state's small 
towns were largely by-passed due 
to limited availability of first 
mortgage money outside the im- 
mediate service area of FHA lend- 
ing institutions,” Unger pointed 
out. 

“This problem is now being over- 
come by making fully insured first 
mortgages with a guaranteed in- 
terest rate, available to small in- 
vestors in a plan similar to that 
of the mutual fund.” 

First plan of this type to be reg- 
istered with the U.S. Securities and 
Exchange Commission in Washing: 
ton, was worked out by Unger's 
own company, which has been ope- | 
rating in Florida since 1953 and 
now has extended its activity to 
seven other states, the District of 
Columbia and Puerto Rico. 

“Since registering our plan with 
the SEC, some of the nation's larg- 
est banking institutions have start- 
ed working out details of similar 
plans, with the government, itself 
urging this action in order to pro- 
vide funds to meet the building 
needs in small towns throughout 
the country,” Unger said.

I only hope this cholera doesn't 
spread.” 

I learned from Doc that probably 
not more than 50 per cent of the 
pigs in our county had been vacci- 
nated.

It isn’t sani- 
tary to have hogs roaming in your 
house. It's dangerous to health.“

ute and then replied: “Son, we 
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been livin’ like this long as I can 


remember. And I ain't loft a hog

And if you're angling for some 
extraordinary angling, the innum- 
erable lakes which dot the country- 
side are just waiting for your bait. 
Black bass, bream, stumpknocker, 
redbreast, warmouth, shellcracker 
and gar are just some of the spec- 
imens teeming in Lakes Okeecho- 
bee, Apopka, Kississimmee, Istok- 
poga, Orange and a galaxy of 
smaller lakes. 

The many attractions abounding 
in this central section of Florida 
are eloquent reasons why the Gov- 
ernor’s Tourism Committee and 
the Florida Development Commis- 
sion are urging Floridians to vac- 
cation in their own state. 

For a_fiféiaand view of these 
attractions, a journey up the cen- 
tral belt of the Florida peninsula is 
explanatory. 

US 98 out of Okeechobee carries 
the visitor across the Kissimmee 
River to Sebring, home of world- 
famous sports car races. Nearby is 
Highlands Hammock State Park 
with its abundant deer, gators, rac- 
coons, and other wildlife that can 
be easily viewed from trails which 
lead into the heart of this sub- 
tropical jungle. 

A side-trip down US 27 to Lake 
Placid to the new Placid Tower is 
a worthwhile venture. From the 
top of this 240-foot tower, the 
visitor can see for miles over the 
Florida countryside. 

Lake Wales, to the north of Seb- 
ring, invites the visitor to view its 
several interesting attractions, 
such as Casa de Josefina and Spook 
Hill, where cars roll uphill. 

At nearby Mountain Lake San- 
ctuary, the 250-foot Singing Tow- 
er reaches toward the sky amid a 
setting of quite beauty. Daily con- 
certs of sacred music flow from the

bells atop. the carillon tower to 
blend with the songs of birds and 


the rustle of leaves in the sur- 


rounding sanctuary. 

Located near thé Singing Tower, 
the Great Masterpiece, a beautiful 
mosaic of Leonardo da Vinci's 
famous painting “The Last Sup- 
per“, reposes in an outdoor setting 
near quiet Lake Pierce. 

The da Vinci Gallery of Futur- 
istic Inventions presents a fasci- 
nating collection of models and 
sketches of such inventions as the 
air conditioner, machine gun, air- 
plane, and subway system. Al- 
though the inventions are modern, 
they were conceived in the fertile 
mind of da Vinci, born 40 years be- 
fore the discovery of America. 

To the west of Lake Wales lies 
Bartow. The Phosphate Museum 
near here displays many fossils of 
pre-historic life, including the 
finest collection of pleistocene fos- 
sils in the nation, more complete 
even than the collection at the 
Smithsonian Institute, as well as 
three-dimensional murals and dio- 
ramas depicting the history and 
development of the phosphate in- 
dustry. 

North of Bartow lies Lakeland, 
the metropolis of Imperial Polk 
County and the home of Florida 
Southern College where Frank 
Lloyd Wright-designed buildings 
gleam in the Florida sunshine. 

A few miles to the east, at Wint- 
er Haven, the Florida Citrus Mu- 
seum offers an educational and en- 
tertaining experience for the visit- 
or. At nearby Cypress Gardens, 
electric boats carry visitors 
through enchanting canals, water- 
ski spectacles are performed four 
times daily, and lovely models in 
ante bellum dress pose along the 
garden paths, 

The metropolis of Orlando, Flor- 
ida's largest inland city, sprawis 
to the northeast of Winter Haven. 
This city boasts a new jai alai 
fronton, more than 50 Jakes with- 
in its city limits, and a location 
near many attractions. 

A short trip up US 92 to Sanford 
carries the motorist to a number 
of interesting sites. Lovely Mead 
Botanical Garden, between Orlan- 
do and Winter Park, features an 
outstanding display of orchids. At 
Winter Park, the visitor will enjoy 
a tour of Rollins College. Sanlando 
Springs, a mineral spring offering 
good swimming, lies between Or- 
lando and Sanford. Nearby, at 
Longwood, a cypress tree more 
than 3,000 years old towers to- 
ward the blue and, in Sanford, a 
monument marks the site of Fort 
Mellon, dating back to the savage 
Indian wars. 

Turning west from Orlando, the 
visitor passes Lake Apopka, spark- 
ling in the Florida sun, and soon

reaches Clermont, home of the 
famous Citrus Tower. An elevator 
carries him to the observation 
decks atop the tower Where. 
through 20-power 
can see over 2,000 panoramic 
square miles of scenic Central Flor- 
ida. 

To the west, near Bushnell, an 
historic memorial marks the Dade 
Battlefield, where an 1835 mas- 


War, fiercest and costliest Indian 
war ever waged by the U. S. 

East of Bushnell, 
nestles between Lakes Griffin and 
Harris. Known not only for its pro- 
duction of citrus, berries and 
grapes, Leesburg is natiorally- 
famous also for its watermelon and 
invites the visitor to enjoy its 
quaint Venetian Gardens, a 72- 
acre park on Lake Harris for boat- 
ing, picnicking and swimming. 

US 301 carries the visitor from 
Leesburg to Ocala. Several nearby 
show farms where thoroughbred 
race hors are trained are open to 
the public. 

Six miles north of Ocala, Silver 
Springs beckons the visitor to en- 
| joy a refreshing swim in its crys- 
tal clear water and to peer from 
glass- bottom boats at an infinite 
variety of marine life. 


Clustered around the spring are 
numerous attractions, including 
Ross Allen's Reptile Institute, 


Tommy Bartlett's Deer Ranch, the 
| Prince of Peace Memorial, a Jun- 
gle Cruise, and the Carriage Caval- 
cade. 

North of Silver Springs lies 
Gainesville, home of the Univer- 
sity of Florida. The Florida State 
Museum here features many fas- 
cinating displays of previous life 
in Florida, including fossils of pre- 
historic animals, totems carved by 
aboriginal Florida Indians, and a 
Florida livingroom of the 1890's. 

US 441 out of Gainesville and 
US 41 out of Lake City take the 
visitors to one final attraction be- 
fore ending his journey through 
the central belt of Florida. At 
White Springs near the Suwannee 
River, a 200-foot carillon tower 
rises toward the sky at the Step- 
hen Foster Memorial. Concerts of 
the. immortal composer's best- 
known tunes flow from the tow- 
er’s bells four times daily. 

The Stephen Foster Museum, lo- 
cated in an ante bellum mansion at 
the Memorial, features the desk on 
which Foster composed many of 
his songs, many original documents 
and manuscripts, and several 
three-dimensional, animated dio- 
ramas depicting the action of 
Foster’s tunes. $
